1 MASSACHUSETTS  SILVER.  1652  (i.e.  1660).  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  1;  Crosby 

. 9-H;  Breen  17.  Legend  begins  at  upper  I.;  NEW  ENGLAND  AN  DOM.  About 

Very  Fine,  reverse  with  slightly  granular  surface.  Intermediate  die  state  with 
faint  trace  of  break  between  ND  of  ENGLAND.  Left  side  has  been  clipped  but 
not  enough  to  interfere  with  beading.  Plate 

This  die  might  more  accurately  be  called  Noe  lb;  its  original  state  appears  in  the 
Standard  Catalogue  and  is  without  beading  under  first  A in  Mass,  and  with  smaller  ND 
in  ENGLAND.  (Breen  references  are  to  his  checklist  of  Mass.  Silver  varieties,  serialized 
in  the  Numismatic  Journal,  published  by  Lynn  Glaser-Walter  Breen. ) 

2 1652  (i.e.  1666-67).  Similar.  Noe  14;  C.  7-B;  B.  36.  "The  Spiny  Tree".  Softly 

struck  at  r.  as  often  the  case  with  this  variety;  otherwise  better  than  Very  Fine 
with  excellent  surfaces. 

“The  Spiny  Tree”  is  a mint  alteration  of  Noe  13.  The  die  was  apparently  still 
usable  when  the  Pine  Tree  device  was  adopted  and  was  thus  recut  to  conform.  A 
splendid  “transitional"  piece  as  well  as  a popular  Type  coin. 

3 1652  (i.e.  1667-74).  Large  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  9;  C.  Ib-C;  B.  65.  High  Rarity 

4.  Normal  Tree.  Fine  (actually  Very  Fine  for  coin),  but  teeth-marked  by  some 
panic-stricken  Puritan  during  the  witch  hunt.  Lustrous  blue-black  patina. 

A belief  prevailed  during  this  period  that  a bent  coin  afforded  protection  against 
the  power  of  witches.  Genuine  “witch  pieces"  as  the  above  are  very  rare  and  sought 
after  as  historical  mementos. 

4 1652  (i.e.  1675-82).  Small  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  16;  C.  21-L;  B.  78.  Small  Tree 

(note  ground-line);  fine  rosettes,  well  separated  from  legend.  Rev.  Legend 
begins  almost  opposite  XII.  Very  Fine,  a flat  strike  from  well  worn  dies.  Traces 
of  frosty  lustre  with  attractive  iridescence.  A perfect  Type  coin! 

5 Similar.  Noe  19;  C.  20-L:  B.  81.  High  Rarity  5.  A very  slender  single  branch  above 

each  of  first  three  regular  branches  at  left.  Last  T and  IN  recut.  Reverse  as 
last  but  showing  several  breaks  and  general  die  wear.  At  least  Very  Fine, 
almost  Extremely  Fine  for  coin.  Fields  remarkably  free  from  handling  defects, 
the  whole  with  a natural  lustre  and  milky  iridescence.  Seldom  offered  in  any 
condition  and  unquestionably  one  of  the  two  or  three  finest  we  know  of.  Piate 

6 Similar.  Noe  28;  C.  19-Q;  B.  88.  High  Rarity  7.  (About  six  are  known,  two  in 

museums.)  Tree  with  three  pairs  of  double  curved  or  "Cupid’s  bow"  branches; 
large  letters  on  obverse  and  reverse.  Very  nearly  Uncirculated  with  full  mint 
lu^re  and  the  same  kind  of  wonderful  rainbow  iridescence  as  on  last.  One 
of  the  two  finest  specimens  of  this  extra  rare  type  coin,  the  other  being  pic- 
tured in  the  standard  catalogue.  Worth  a good  price!  Plate 

Reverse  die  evidently  injured  from  contact  with  obverse  and  shows  incusations 
around  border,  especially  at  top.  For  comparison,  see  Noe’s  plate  coin. 

7 1652  (i.e.  1675-82).  Pine  Tree  Threepence.  Noe  34(a);  C.  1-Al;  B.  96.  Tree  with 

berries;  NEW  ENGLAND.  Nearly  full  obverse  legend  (only  tops  of  SAT  off  flan). 
Almost  Extra  Fine  with  some  lustre.  Another  witch  piece  showing  teeth  marks 
and  slight  attempt  at  bending.  Plate 

Severe  die  injuries  on  reverse  (a  deeply  incused  “S"  showing  left  of  the  date) 
which  were  probably  the  reason  for  the  mint  alteration  to  Noe  35,  an  exact  analogy 
to  the  Sixpence,  Noe  33a.  The  weakness  at  WEN  is  from  advanced  die  failure.  Excep- 
tionally Rare!  'The  only  one  with  this  centering,  and  only  the  third  seen  from  this  injured 
die  state.  Cf.  lot  731,  our  Forty-Eighth  sale. 


1 
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Similar.  Noe  37;  C.  2b-B;  B.  99.  Rarity  7.  (About  nine  pieces  known.)  Tree  without 
berries;  beads  small  and  far  apart.  ASATH  recut  with  second  A now  small  and 
blobby,  obscured  by  what  may  be  a die  break:  small  H over  larger  H;  severe 
die  failure  at  M.  Gives  the  appearance  of  Fine  to  Very  Fine,  but  possibly  better 
as  all  known  show  the  same  weaknesses.  Flan  evenly  clipped  all  around. 

The  first  we  have  offered  since  our  Forty-Eighth  sale  (1956)  when  an  inferior 
specimen  (also  clipped)  brought  $51.00. 

9  French  Colonies  (Louisiana).  Sous.  1721  "B"  (the  rare  Rouen  Mint)  and  1722 
"H”  (Rochelle).  Fair  and  Good;  the  first  with  small,  round  obv.  dig,  the  latter 
a little  rough.  Also  two  1767  "A"  Sous  or  "Collots”  counterstamped  RF 
(1793),  each  from  a different  punch.  Last  pair  Fine  average.  4 Pcs. 

10  1767  "A”.  Sou,  without  counterstamp.  Very  Fine  to  EF,  small  dig  on  obverse 

and  a pair  of  virtually  unnoticeable  pits  on  reverse.  Still  very  choice  with 
attractive  reddish-brown  patina.  The  inferior  piece  in  our  Fifty-First  sale 
exceeded  its  estimate. 

11  Virginia.  1773.  Halfpenny.  Newman  26-Y.  Period  after  GEORGIUS;  8 strings  to 

harp.  Fine  to  VF.  Steel-black  with  nice  surfaces. 

12  Vermont.  1785.  Cent.  (Rupert  Mint  as  are  the  next  five.)  Ryder  2.  VERMONTS; 

Ray  points  to  period  r.  of  RES.  Good  or  better  with  light  mint  clip;  everything 
readable  except  A of  PUBLICA. 

13  1876.  Cent.  Ryder  6.  VERMONTENSIUM;  plow  handles  close  to  LI;  7 trees.  Very 

Fine.  Unevenly  struck  on  the  usual  defective  planchet;  light  mint  clip.  Some- 
what nicked  up,  especially  on  the  reverse,  but  still  far  above  average  and 
much  prettier  than  it  sounds. 

Coins  of  Vermont  are  usually  found  very  worn.  Well  struck  specimens  on  planchets 
free  of  defects  are  rare  whether  from  the  Rupert  or  Newburgh  mints. 

14  Similar.  Ryder  7.  Corner  of  plow  almost  touches  6;  9 trees,  the  leftmost  very 

small.  About  Very  Fine;  parts  of  obverse  weak  from  die  failure,  but  with  nice 
surfaces  and  attractive  red-umber  coloring. 

15  Similar.  Ryder  8.  Presumably  R-5.  Corner  of  plow  about  equidistant  from  6 and 

A;  9 trees;  1 and  6 double  cut.  Nearly  Very  Fine;  usual  uneven  striking  and 
defective  planchet.  A glossy  natural  brown  coin,  quite  attractive  and  desirable. 

16  Another  from  the  same  dies.  Similar  grade.  Planchet  less  defective  but  more 

granular. 

17  1786.  Cent.  Ryder  11.  Rarity  5.  Bust  left.  VERMON;  widely  spaced.  Better  than 

VG  where  struck  up,  nearly  Fine  for  coin.  The  6 of  date  off  flan,  everything 
else  plain.  Unusually  clean,  considering  that  these  almost  always  are  found 
abused.  Specimens  above  fine  are  unknown,  hence,  this  piece  is  about  as 
choice  as  can  be  had  at  any  price. 

18  1787.  Cent.  (Newburgh  Mint.)  Ryder  13.  Bust  r.  Rev.  BRITANNIA.  Very  Fine  for 

coin,  remarkably  clean  and  choice.  Obverse  bold,  reverse  weak  as  always 
(compare  with  standard  catalogue  Plate);  nevertheless,  shows  final  7.  Rim 
break  at  bust. 

This  is  perhaps  the  most  notorious  of  all  Machin’s  Mills  products.  The  reverse 
die  was  originally  used  for  striking  counterfeit  British  halfpence,  hence  the  incon- 
gruous legend.  A splendid  Type  coin  and  conversation  piece. 

19  Cent.  (Newburgh  Mint.)  Ryder  27.  Bust  r.,  domed  hair,  one  star  in  legend. 
Rev.  Stars  after  E and  B.  Very  Fine  and  still  partly  lustrous,  especially  on 
reverse.  Planchet  somewhat  granular  and  slightly  scuffed  around  rim  but 
not  enough  to  detract  from  its  unusually  choice  condition. 

A Splendid  Grouping  of  Connecticut  Coppers 

20  1785.  Cents  Bust  r.  Rev.  Dotted  cross  and  rude  quadrefoil  in  legend.  Miller  31-L 

^9^  coin  and  VG  or  better,  both  on  the  usual  defective  plan- 
chets.  First  superior  to  the  Miller  Plate  example  and  as  such,  very  rare.  Both 
well  above  average.  Second  is  R-4.  2 Pcs. 

21  Similar  First  with  one  quadrefoil  in  reverse  legend  and  partly  filled  B (incor- 

rectly  called  ET  LIR);  second  with  two  groups  of  four  dots  after  INDE.  M. 
o -F  and  44-C.  Fine  for  coin  and  Good  to  VG;  the  former  with  beautiful  sur- 
tac^s  and  superior  sharpness  to  the  Miller  Plate  coin,  the  latter  very  weakly 
and  unevenly  stmck  on  a defective  planchet.  Both  with  light  mint  clips;  the 
the  second  R-4.  2 Pcs. 
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22  1785.  Cent.  Quadrefoil  on  reverse,  line  to  r.  from  top  of  8.  M.  62-Fi.  R-4.  Extra 

Fine  \«ith  lovely,  lustrous  surfaces,  the  obverse  superior  to  the  reverse;  far, 
far  superior  to  the  Miller,  guide  book  and  standard  catalogue  Plate  coins, 
the  finest  in  fact  we  have  ever  heard  of!  One  would  have  to  wait  a long  time 
to  duplicate  this  at  any  price!  Plate 

23  Similar.  First  with  two  reverse  quadrefoils,  second  with  small  group  of  four  dots 

and  a comma.  M.  63-G2  (R-4)  and  64-1.  VG  or  so;  first  from  injured  dies,  sec- 
ond with  severe  planchet  defects.  2 Pcs. 

24  1786.  Cent.  Medium  sized  bust  r.  Rev.  ET  LIB  INDE.  Very  small,  shrunken 

Liberty  cap.  M.  2i-A.  Fine  or  better  where  struck  up,  with  pleasing  natural 
gloss,  but  weak  in  centers  as  always.  Nearly  as  bold  as  the  Miller  Plate  coin 
and  the  one  in  our  Fifty-First  sale  which  exceeded  its  estimate  of  $35.  A 
scarce  type  coin,  in  great  demand,  and  seldom  offered  except  in  badly  worn 
condition. 

25  1786.  Cent.  Large  bust  r.  (largest  of  the  year);  colons  after  legends.  M.  3-Di. 

Almost  R-7.  Very  Fine  for  coin.  Much  superior  to  the  Miller  Plate  piece  and 
the  one  in  our  Fifty-First  sale.  Excellent  surfaces;  unpublished  die  injuries 
on  reverse  with  incused  ON  and  borders;  small  planchet  "pinch”  (less  than 
a clip)  at  rim  as  made.  The  finest  we've  seen,  specimens  almost  never 
appearing  above  good.  Worthy  of  generous  bidding!  P!ate 

■nil's  and  the  preceding  lot  were  apparently  made  by  James  F.  AUee,  who  was 
working  full  time  at  the  Rahway,  N.J.  mint;  the  letter  and  numeral  punches  reappear  on 
“imitation”  half  pence  and  Jersey  coppers. 

26  1786.  Cent.  The  famous  "Hercules  Head.”  M.  53-N.  Probably  Very  Fine  for  coin. 

Obverse  bold,  reverse  showing  planchet  "bends”  and  deep  incusations 
throughout.  A rare  and  popular  Type  coin  as  well  as  an  interesting  Colonial 
Mint  error. 

Incusations  as  in  the  above  derive  from  (1)  the  contact  of  the  dies  without  a 
planchet  between  them  and  (2)  a coin  being  struck  on  top  of  a blank  planchet  and 
then  being  restruck  correctly.  TTiis  appears  to  be  a result  of  the  former. 

27  1786.  Cent.  Mailed  bust  I.  Rev.  Four  dashes  after  E:.  M.  5^-G.  Very  Fine  for  coin, 

obverse  superior  to  that  on  Miller  Plate.  Pleasing  reddish-brown  patina.  An 
excellent  and  important  Type  coin! 

28  1787.  Cent.  Mailed  bust  I.,  the  renowned  Laughing  Head.  M.  62-M.  Fine  to  Very 

Fine  where  struck  up,  weak  in  centers  and  at  r.  obverse  and  reverse  as  usual. 
The  rarer  of  the  two  varieties  for  this  type. 

The  peculiar  letter  and  numeral  punches— including  the  misshapen  N and  very 
wide  U— prove  that  this  and  the  other  variety  with  reverse  M were  made  by  Walter 
Mould  of  the  Morristown,  N.J.  mint,  as  these  same  punches  reappear  on  most  of  the 
1787-88  Jersey  coppers  from  this  mint  (Maris  6-C,  6-D,  59-61,  64-67).  This  obverse 
can  be  told  from  the  other  Laughing  Head  by  the  period  after  “I”  being  centered  and 
a die  break  from  rim  to  breastplate. 

29  1787.  Cent.  Draped  bust  I.,  colons  only.  ADC  very  wide,  drapery  recut.  Rev. 

Five  stars  in  legend,  no  colons.  M.  16i-m.  Better  than  Extremely  Fine  for  this 
weakly  and  unevenly  struck  coin.  Drapery,  cinquefoils  and  some  letters  almost 
fully  sharp,  the  rest  rather  indefinite,  but  the  surfaces  fully  justifying  the 
grade.  A lovely  coin  with  a glossy  chocolate  color.  In  this  condition  rare. 

30  Similar  pair.  One  with  small  numerals;  the  other  with  dotted  crosses  obv.,  hy- 

phened crosses  reverse.  M.  162-NNi  and  20  a2.  Fine  and  Very  Fine;  first  on 
defective  planchet,  second  cleaned  some  time  ago  and  now  beginning  to  tone. 
Both  scarce,  the  first  R-4.  2 Pcs. 

31  Similar.  Colons  and  cinquefoils.  M.  332-Zi2_  3311-ggl,  3316-215.  First  about  Very 

Fine,  weak  at  centers  but  with  beautiful,  clean  surfaces  and  sharp  borders; 
second  Good  with  a dark,  granular  surface  but  extremely  rare  (possibly  R-7);

For  Pichincha  campaign  near  Quito  where  troops  defeated  Spanish  forces  and  won 
independence  for  Ecuador.

Both  with  Assayer’s  initial  M.  The  first  practically  Unc., 
but  cleaned  and  polished,  evidently  for  jewelry,  with  a small  solder  deposit 
left  of  date  and  further  discoloration  on  neck  and  bust;  the  second  a lustrous 
Ex.  Fine,  softly  struck  at  centers  and  with  a few  bag  marks.  Popular  Type 
coins.  2 Pcs. 

Ferdinand  VII  (bust  of  Charles  IV).  8 Reales.  1809/8.  Assayer’s  initial  M.  Ex- 
tremely Fine,  softly  lustrous;  one  tiny  planchet  defect  at  the  bottom  rim,  but 
virtually  free  of  bag  or  handling  marks.  Overdate  unlisted;  different  dies  than 
Y-961  and  presumably  even  scarcer.

Alexander  Petion.  Pattern  2 Centiemes.  Year  13  (i.e.  1816).  Cannon,  bayonets 
liberty  cap  on  pole:  date  below,  DE  LA  LIBERTE  ET  L’INDEPEND.,  around. 
Rev.  Large  2 (script),  CENTIMES,  in  center:  PETION  PRESIDENT  D’HAYTI, 
around.  Copper-gilt:  plain  edge.  Almost  Uncirculated.  Excessively  rare.  Listed 
as  Jenks  6855  (Henry  Chapman,  1921),  but  not  in  gilt,  and  unknown  to  us  in 
any  other  collection.

Friedberg  also  values  the  5 Pence  (F-2)  at  $250.,  but  prices  the  Halfpenny  (F-3) 
at  only  $75.

Every  collector  and  dealer  knows  that  choice  Half  Cents  (and 
especially,  those  of  earher  years)  are  far  more  difficult  to  locate  than 
comparable  examples  in  the  Large  Cent  series.  The  reasons  are  not 
far  to  seek.  The  number  of  half  cents  coined  for  the  series  as  a whole, 
in  comparison  with  the  larger  coppers,  is  quite  hmited.  A glance  at 
the  coinage  figures  will  quickly  verify  this  statement.  In  addition, 
from  the  opening  days  of  the  Mint,  the  better  copper  was  reserved 
for  cent  planchets,  and  the  discolored  metal,  together  with  spoiled 
and  misstruck  cents  and  clippings,  was  rolled  down  for  the  “poor  rel- 
ative.” As  a result,  the  supply  of  early  half  cents  in  any  sort  of  decent 
preservation  has  long  since  dried  up.  In  fact,  half  cents  in  any  condi- 
tion, of  any  date,  have  become  increasingly  scarcer.  Prices  have  not 
skyrocketed  only  because  collectors  have  long  been  handicapped  by 
the  lack  of  any  authoritative  reference  work  to  the  series.  The  Gilbert 
monograph  (published  by  dealer  Elder  in  1916,  and  since  reprinted) 
which,  despite  its  neglect  of  emission  sequence,  maccuracies  of  rarity 
and  other  disappointing  features,  has  long  had  to  serve  as  the  standard 
guide,  is  now  almost  of  only  historical  value.  Walter  H.  Breen’s  des- 
criptive classification,  over  a decade  in  preparation,  will  be  published 
as  soon  as  the  extensive  plates  are  completed,  and  minor  corrections 
made.  Collectors  will  then  be  provided  with  a definitive  work  equiva- 
lent to  Dr.  Sheldon’s  for  the  large  cents,  utilizing  a rarity-condition- 
value  scale  similar  to  that  of  the  cent  text.  It  is  our  honest  belief  that 
the  comprehensive  Breen  work,  together  with  the  ever-increasing  in- 
terest of  collectors  in  die  varieties,  will  foster  nothing  less  than  a com- 
plete renaissance  in  half  cent  interest.  Typ)e  collectors,  die  variety 
specialists,  and  even  those  purchasing  for  investment,  are  urged  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  present  opportunity. 
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Two  Choice  and  Very  Popular  1793  Half  Cents 
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1793.  Breen  3:  2-B  (R-4).  Gilbert  1.  Very  Fine-20,  The  reverse  possibly  better. 
Glossy  natural  brown  with  olive  tints.  Obverse  with  minor  planchet  defect  at 
lower  left  rim  plus  one  or  two  tiny  nicks  and  very  faint  hairline  scratch  from 
eye.  Rare  this  nice  and  in  the  greatest  demand  as  a first  year  Type  coin.  Plate 

Traces  of  die  rust  on  both  sides  and  especially  on  the  reverse,  as  always  noted  on 
this  variety.  All  things  considered,  a cleaner,  and  in  some  ways  more  attractive,  specimen 
than  the  Hillyer  Ryder  EF-40,  lot  260  of  our  Forty-Fourth  sale. 

1793.  Breen  4:  2-C  (R-4).  G-2.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Light  walnut-brown  with  faint 
traces  of  original  mint  red.  Tiny  rim  nick  at  right  obverse,  another,  barely 
noticeable  at  upper  left.  The  reverse  somewhat  softly  struck  and  possibly 
deserving  of  a higher  grade.  Worth  a good  price!  Plate 

Practically  as  sharp  as  the  Ryder-Woodin  com,  lot  261  of  our  Forty-Fourth  sale. 
The  obv.  not  only  shows  the  usual  signs  of  die  rust,  but  now  shows  injury  (incusation) 
from  leaves  between  cap  and  hair.  An  early  impression  from  this  union,  however,  as 
recutting  of  R (AMERICA)  has  not  yet  faded  out. 

1794.  Breen  5a:  1-A  (R-3).  G-9.  The  Gynandroid  head;  pointed  9.  Rev.  Type  of 
1793;  heavy  wreath.  Large  edge  letters.  A strong  VF-35,  almost  Extremely 
Fine;  lustrous,  mostly  red  with  delicate  blue  iridescence.  The  obverse  unfor- 
tunately with  two  scratches,  one  semi-serious  in  r.  field;  rims  lightly  nicked, 
mostly  noticeably  above  F A.  Really  much  nicer  than  it  sounds  and  unusual 
in  that  higher  grade  specimens  are  seldom  found  except  on  very  dark  green 
or  black  planchets. 

This  piece  shows  heavy  incusations  resulting  from  clashed  dies,  but  these  are  the 
result  of  manufacture  and  are  seen  on  many  examples  of  the  variety.

Despite  a couple  of  tiny 
nicks  and  rev.  rim  scratches,  a choice  example  for  its  condition  level. 

Slight  doubling  of  profile  and  Liberty  Cap,  though  at  opposite  sides.  Breen  notes 
the  existence  of  oitly  two  other  examples  of  the  former,  the  Brand  and  Judd  specimens. 

Duplicate  1794,  B-13.  Obv.  Fine-12;  rev.  VG  or  so,  unevenly  worn.  Glossy  dark 
olive-brown.  Planchet  defective  on  both  sides,  showing  a furrow  from  date  to 
hair  and  a pre-striking  dent  between  CE  (CENT)  which  has  made  the  coin 
slightly  and  unevenly  concave,  accounting  for  the  flatness  on  the  r.  reverse 
side.  A few  other  minor  defects,  but  all  due  to  manufacture  and  not  wear, 
hence  inapplicable  to  actual  grade.

Slightly  off-center 
as  are  most  of  the  known  examples,  the  right  border  being  weak  on  both 
sides.  Remarkably  clean  for  its  condition  level.  Only  two-dozen  specimens

of  these  are  in  grades  1 to  5.  T^e  finest  one  reported  (I  am  not  sure  I have  seen  this 
one)  is  Newcomer  3404,  graded  as  “Ex.  Fine”;  it  cost  him  $200.  prior  to  1926.  / am 
sceptical  about  the  grading.**  Discovered  in  1860,  and  first  published  as  a great  rarity 
in  the  Mickley  sale  (1867),  B-22a  has  the  distinction  of  being  at  once  a sub-variety 
(B-22  appears  also  with  gripped  and  plain  edges,  22b  and  22c  respectively)  and  a 
Type  coin.  In  weight,  design  and  lettering,  it  is  the  most  extraordinary  of  the  Liberty 
Cap  dies.

The  three  finest  specimens  known  to  Sheldon  were  all  graded  by  him  as 
VF-35,  that  is  less  than  extremely  fine.  One  of  these  is  in  the  ANS  collection; 
pother  is  the  Proskey-Hines-Sloss  coin  which  realized  $3,500.  in  1959;  the  third 
is  the  Dr.  Hall-Brand-Kelly-Pierce-Barnhart-1950  ANA  sale-Boyd  coin  which 
sold  in  our  own  Fiftieth  sale  (1957)  for  $1,900.,  and  subsequently  in  the  Sloss 
and  Schwartz  sales  for  $2,300.  and  $3,000.  respectively.  (This  last,  long  hailed 
as  the  “finest  known,”  and  considerably  sharper  than  the  first  two,  had  never- 
theless a heavy  patination  and  granular  deposit,  together  with  other  defects, 
none  serious,  but  hardly  desirable.)

As  a result,  we  have  received 
numerous  inquiries  to  date  regarding  the  provenance  of  this  piece.  We  can  only 
reply  that  while  the  fuU  pedigree  cannot  as  yet  be  divulged  we  can,  with  certain 
knowledge,  assure  our  customers  that  it  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  respectable 
m European  numismatics.

The  above 
lot  IS  the  last  of  three  pieces  discovered  in  Philadelphia  during  the  same  penod.  We 
can  confidently  assume  that,  following  the  sale  of  this  coin,  the  market  will  adjust  itself 
and  the  1930  “S”  double  eagle  will  regain  its  status  as  a coin  that  simply  dpes  not  ap- 
pear, even  as  part  of  the  most  comprehensive  offerings.  The  basic  rarity  ol  this  irimt- 
mark  rests  upon  the  fact  that  it  has  the  second  lowest  coinage  of  the  entire  bt.  Gaudens 
series,  some  74,000  pieces,  most  of  which  were  melted.

Intermediate  die  state  with 
faint  trace  of  break  between  ND  of  ENGLAND.  Left  side  has  been  clipped  but 
not  enough  to  interfere  with  beading.  Plate 

This  die  might  more  accurately  be  called  Noe  lb;  its  original  state  appears  in  the 
Standard  Catalogue  and  is  without  beading  under  first  A in  Mass,  and  with  smaller  ND 
in  ENGLAND.  (Breen  references  are  to  his  checklist  of  Mass.  Silver  varieties,  serialized 
in  the  Numismatic  Journal,  published  by  Lynn  Glaser-Walter  Breen.) 

2 1652  (i.e.  1666-67).  Similar.  Noe  14;  C.  7-B;  B.  36.  “The  Spiny  Tree”.  Softly 

struck  at  r.  as  often  the  case  with  this  variety:  otherwise  better  than  Very  Fine 
with  excellent  surfaces. 

“The  Spiny  Tree"  is  a mint  alteration  of  Noe  13.  The  die  was  apparently  still 
usable  when  the  Pine  Tree  device  was  adopted  and  was  thus  recut  to  conform.  A 
splendid  “transitional”  piece  as  well  as  a popular  Type  coin. 

3 1652  (i.e.  1667-74).  Large  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  9;  C.  Ib-C;  B.  65.  High  Rarity 

4.  Normal  Tree.  Fine  (actually  Very  Fine  for  coin),  but  teeth-marked  by  some 
panic-stricken  Puritan  during  the  witch  hunt.  Lustrous  blue-black  patina. 

A belief  prevailed  during  this  period  that  a bent  coin  afforded  protection  against 
the  power  of  witches.  Genuine  “witch  pieces”  as  the  above  are  very  rare  and  sought 
^ter  as  historical  mementos. 

4 1652  (i.e.  1675-82).  Small  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe  16;  C.  21-L:  B.  78.  Small  Tree 

(note  ground-line);  fine  rosettes,  well  separated  from  legend.  Rev.  Legend 
begins  almost  opposite  XII.  Very  Fine,  a flat  strike  from  well  worn  dies.  Traces 
of  frosty  lustre  with  attractive  iridescence.  A perfect  Type  coin!

A SPLENDID  OFFERING  OF  UNITED  STATES  HALF  CENTS 

Every  collector  and  dealer  knows  that  choice  Half  Cents  (and 
especially,  those  of  earher  years)  are  far  more  difficult  to  locate  than 
comparable  examples  in  the  Large  Cent  series.  The  reasons  are  not 
far  to  seek.  The  number  of  half  cents  coined  for  the  series  as  a whole, 
in  comparison  with  the  larger  coppers,  is  quite  limited.  A glance  at 
the  coinage  figures  will  quickly  verify  this  statement.  In  addition, 
from  the  opening  days  of  the  Mint,  the  better  copper  was  reserved 
for  cent  planchets,  and  the  discolored  metal,  together  with  spoiled 
and  misstruck  cents  and  clippings,  was  rolled  down  for  the  “poor  rel- 
ative.” As  a result,  the  supply  of  early  half  cents  in  any  sort  of  decent 
preservation  has  long  since  dried  up.  In  fact,  half  cents  in  any  condi- 
tion, of  any  date,  have  become  increasingly  scarcer.  Prices  have  not 
skyrocketed  only  because  collectors  have  long  been  handicapped  by 
the  lack  of  any  authoritative  reference  work  to  the  series.  The  Gilbert 
monograph  (published  by  dealer  Elder  in  1916,  and  since  reprinted) 
which,  despite  its  neglect  of  emission  sequence,  inaccuracies  of  rarity 
and  other  disappointing  features,  has  long  had  to  serve  as  the  standard 
guide,  is  now  almost  of  only  historical  value.  Walter  H.  Breen’s  des- 
criptive classification,  over  a decade  in  preparation,  will  be  published 
as  soon  as  the  extensive  plates  are  completed,  and  minor  corrections 
made.  Collectors  will  then  be  provided  with  a definitive  work  equiva- 
lent to  Dr.  Sheldon’s  for  the  large  cents,  utilizing  a rarity-condition- 
value  scale  similar  to  that  of  the  cent  text.  It  is  our  honest  belief  that 
the  comprehensive  Breen  work,  together  with  the  ever-increasing  in- 
terest of  collectors  in  die  varieties,  will  foster  nothing  less  than  a com- 
plete renaissance  in  half  cent  interest.

Obverse  with  minor  planchet  defect  at 
lower  left  rim  plus  one  or  two  tiny  nicks  and  very  faint  hairline  scratch  from 
eye.  Rare  this  nice  and  in  the  greatest  demand  as  a first  year  Type  coin.  Plate 
Traces  of  die  rust  on  both  sides  and  especially  on  the  reverse,  as  always  noted  on 
this  variety.  All  things  considered,  a cleaner,  and  in  some  ways  more  attractive,  specimen 
than  the  Hillyer  Ryder  EF-40,  lot  260  of  our  Forty-Fourth  sale. 

413  1793.  Breen  4:  2-C  (R-4).  G-2.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Light  walnut-brown  with  faint 

traces  of  original  mint  red.  Tiny  rim  nick  at  right  obverse,  another,  barely 
noticeable  at  upper  left.  The  reverse  somewhat  softly  struck  and  possibly 
deserving  of  a higher  grade.  Worth  a good  price!  Plate 

Practically  as  sharp  as  the  Ryder-Woodin  com,  lot  261  of  our  Forty-Fourth  sale. 
The  obv.  not  only  shows  the  usual  signs  of  die  rust,  but  now  shows  injury  (incusation) 
from  leaves  between  cap  and  hair.  An  early  impression  from  this  union,  however,  as 
recutting  of  R (AMERICA)  has  not  yet  faded  out. 

414  1794.  Breen  5a:  1-A  (R-3).  G-9.  The  Gynandroid  head;  pointed  9.  Rev.  Type  of 

1793;  heavy  wreath.  Large  edge  letters.  A strong  VF-35,  almost  Extremely 
Fine;  lustrous,  mostly  red  with  delicate  blue  iridescence.  The  obverse  unfor- 
tunately with  two  scratches,  one  semi-serious  in  r.  field;  rims  lightly  nicked, 
mostly  noticeably  above  F A.  Really  much  nicer  than  it  sounds  and  unusual 
in  that  higher  grade  specimens  are  seldom  found  except  on  very  dark  green 
or  black  planchets. 

This  piece  shows  heavy  incusations  resulting  from  clashed  dies,  but  these  are  the 
result  of  manufacture  and  are  seen  on  many  examples  of  the  variety.

Slight  doubling  of  profile  and  Liberty  Cap,  though  at  opposite  sides.  Breen  notes 
the  existence  of  only  two  other  examples  of  the  former,  the  Brand  and  Judd  specimens. 

416  Duplicate  1794,  B-13.  Obv.  Fine-12;  rev.  VG  or  so,  unevenly  worn.  Glossy  dark 

olive-brown.  Planchet  defective  on  both  sides,  showing  a furrow  from  date  to 
hair  and  a pre-striking  dent  between  CE  (CENT)  which  has  made  the  coin 
slightly  and  unevenly  concave,  accounting  for  the  flatness  on  the  r.  reverse 
side.  A few  other  minor  defects,  but  all  due  to  manufacture  and  not  wear, 
hence  inapplicable  to  actual  grade. 

Magnificent  1 795,  Lettered  Edge,  Pole,  Half  Cent

under  AME.  A strong  Very  Fine-25  for  coin  where  struck  up.  Slightly  off-center 
as  are  most  of  the  known  examples,  the  right  border  being  weak  on  both 
sides.  Remarkably  clean  for  its  condition  level.  Only  two-dozen  specimens 
known  in  all,  of  which  this  is  one  of  the  top  three,  and  prassibly  the  finest 
Valued  in  excess  of  $1,500.  by  the  (Sheldon-type)  Breen  scale,  but  we  would 
not  be  surprised  if  it  realized  considerably  more  today.  Considered  by  Gilbert 
as  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  half  cents!

Walter  Breen  shows  the  following  Condition  Census  for  the  ’97  Lettered  edge: 
25-25-20-20-15-12,  and  notes  hereanent:  “As  of  December  1960  I know  about  two- 
dozen  specimens,  and  I have  seen  most  of  those  that  have  been  reported.  Two-thirds 
of  these  are  in  grades  1 to  5.  The  finest  one  reported  (I  am  not  sure  I have  seen  this 
one)  is  Newcomer  3404,  graded  as  “Ex.  Fine”;  it  cost  him  $200.  prior  to  1926.  I am 
sceptical  about  the  grading."  Discovered  in  1860,  and  first  published  as  a great  rarity 
in  the  Mickley  sale  (1867),  B-22a  has  the  distinction  of  being  at  once  a sub-variety 
(B-22  appears  also  with  gripped  and  plain  edges,  22b  and  22c  respectively)  and  a 
Type  coin.  In  weight,  design  and  lettering,  it  is  the  most  extraordinary  of  the  Liberty 
Cap  dies.  Ebenezer  Mason  regarded  it  as  a sort  of  experimental  piece  later  released 
into  circulation.  Gilbert  listed  it  as  Rarity  9,  probably  on  the  basis  of  Proskey’s  comment 
(1880  Coin  Collector’s  Journal)-.  “We  do  not  believe  that  more  than  five  are  known 
in  this  country.”

$150.  today! 

Possibly  one  of  the  Boston  hoard,  but  more  attractive  than  most  seen  which  are 
invariably  very  spotty.

practically  so,  a choice  AU-55  coin.  Beautiful,  iridescent  red  and  blue  steel, 
with  light  reddish-brown  patina  at  top  obverse.  Softly  struck  at  top  of  hair 
as  usually  seen  on  these.  Just  a shade  away  from  Condition  Census,  possibly 
eight  or  nine  being  known  in  this  condition  or  better.

rough  with  numerous  rev.  nicks,  the  second  with  one  small  rev.  rim  nick, 
but  otherwise  relatively  clean.

dition Census  level.  Planchet  somewhat  defective  on  obverse;  shows  some 
light  verdigris  on  each  side.  Glossy  brown  surfaces  and  definitely  rare  in  this 
grade. 

430  Second  1805,  B-47.  Similar  grade  but  with  dark  granular  surface  and  beginning 

to  patinate.

Rare  early  state  with  recutting  on  6 very  pronounced.  One  of  the  Chapman  hoard, 
traditionally  weak  at  top  of  wreath  and  ES,  but  virtually  free  from  unsightly  spots  and 
nicks,  which  identify  these. 

Condition  Census  1 807  Half  Cent

A 
few  light  scratches  and  one  infinitesimal  rim  nick  at  lower  left,  but  all-in-all 
exceedingly  choice  for  coin.

786  1868.  Rich  walnut-colored  Unc.,  semi-lustrous  obverse. 

1 and  8 in  date  corrected  after  having  first  been  punched  too  high. 

787  1869.  Lustrous  golden-red  Uncirculated  with  incipient  toning. 

788  1869,  1870.  The  first  EF,  the  second  practically  Uncirculated  with  high  gloss. 

Scarce  and  very  scarce.  2 Pcs. 

789  1871.  Generally  bright,  almost  fully  red  Uncirculated.  Very  scarce. 

Doubled  motto,  most  easily  observed  in  N,  G,  W. 

790  1872.  Very  Fine,  nice  even  color.  Rare. 

791  1873.  Open  3.  Lovely  opalescent  Proof.  Obverse  mostly  golden  with  delicate 

borders  of  rose,  blue  and  turquoise;  reverse  more  deeply  toned  but  still  lus- 
trous.

The  Very  Rare  1930  “S"  Double  Eagle 

794  1930  “S”.  Lustrous  Uncirculated.  A frosty,  relatively  clean  example,  showing 

a bare  minimum  of  handling  marks,  but  displaying  the  slightest  rubbing 
(visible  under  a glass)  upon  Liberty’s  knee.  The  rarest  St.  Gaudens  type 
San  Francisco  Mint  double  eagle.  Latest  record  $1,600.,  as  lot  2967  in  the 
March  Kreisberg-Schulman  offering,  where  it  was  estimated  at  $1  750  00

Three  1930  “S"  double  eagles  have  been  sold  at  public  sale  during  the  last  year, 
and  each  realized  a record  price.  These  came  from  a small  number  discovered  abroad  a 
couple  of  years  ago,  all  of  which  were  sold  and  now  repose  in  collections.  The  above 
lot  is  the  last  of  three  pieces  discovered  in  Philadelphia  during  the  same  period.  We 
can  confidently  assume  that,  following  the  sale  of  this  coin,  the  market  will  adjust  itself 
and  the  1930  “S”  double  eagle  will  regain  its  status  as  a coin  that  simply  does  not  ap- 
pear, even  as  part  of  the  most  comprehensive  offerings.  The  basic  rarity  of  this  mint- 
mark  rests  upon  the  fact  that  it  has  the  second  lowest  coinage  of  the  entire  St.  Gaudens 
series,  some  74,000  pieces,  most  of  which  were  melted. 

The  Very  Rare  1931  Double  Eagle 

795  1931.  Fully  lustrous  Uncirculated.  The  dullish,  satin-like  appearance  of  this 

otherwise  clean  coin  is  marred  only  by  two  ultra  light  obverse  surface 
scratches,  and  a couple  of  really  minor  handling  nicks.  The  first  we  have 
handled  since  our  Fifty-Fifth  sale,  December  7-8,  1960.  Plate 

Fewer  records  exist  for  this  date  than  for  the  more  highly  valued  1932. 
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
